(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cook 
et al ('902). The reference discloses a fuel emission control system having a diagnostic 
system, which uses a positive pressure test method having an air pump. The system 
determines leakage according to sensed pressure compared to predetermined criterion 
in a conventional manner.

3. Claim 9 and 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cook et al. ('645). The reference discloses a fuel emission control system having a 
diagnostic system that uses a positive pressure test method having an air pump. The 
system determines leakage according to leakage through a known orifice compared to 
predetermined criterion versus time.
